This amendment proposes changes to the regulation of local uses, as these uses are defined in the UNO district height 
requirements in Section 25-2-754 are raised from 60 to 65 feet, a change in line with Appendix C to the UNO district 
regulations. The amendment also clarifies the intent to allow buildings less than 65 feet in height along portions of 
MLK Blvd., 24th Street, and Guadalupe Street to contain 100% local uses. 
 
The draft amendment was developed through a consensus-based process that involved the neighborhood and 
property owner stakeholders.
